Oil Leases Gain 
State Over Million - 


Oil and gas operations on state- 
owned land netted the state’s gen- 
eral fund about $1,270,000 in 
bonuses, rentals and royalties in 
1950. The Conservation “Depart- 
ment says this exceeds last year’s 
record high by approximately 
$70,000. : 


In three public oil and gas 


panies and independent -operators, 
or less than the record 239,000 
acres successfully bid on during 
the previous year. “However, with 
1950 leased acreage, state-owned 
land now under standard five- 
year lease for oil and gas explora- 
tion totals about 700,000 acres, the 
highest in history. 

Records of the departments 
lands division show 305 produc- 
ing oi wells and 24 producing gas 
wells on state-owned acreage in 
1950. This is 5 more oil wells 
but the same number of gas wells 
in operation as in 1949. Produc- 
tion fram new wells is being off- 
set by abandonment of stripper 
wells in older oil fields.
